w orld, 3C0 m iles long, w ith a gap of 
tw elve to lie ig hte e n m iles in w idth, 
and a d epth of seven tho u san d feet, 
du m ped fu ll of m o u n ta in sa n d chasm s, 
w ith a m ig hty river ru n n in g thro u g h 
it all, su ch is the G rand Canyon of 
A rizona.

Some interesting tales are told of 
Lord Kelvin’s discoveries and how the 
ideas of them came to his quick mind. 
!' v instance, this is said to have b e n 
the way in which he found the mirror 
g Ivanomctcr. Lie was puzzling over 
the difilcnlty of perfecting the ordinary 
telegraphic apparatus used on over­ 
head wires, which was not suited for 
the vary ing current passing along ca­ 
b les. The lagging of the electric cur­ 
rents had the effeet of making them 
run together into one b ottom current, 
with surface ripples which correspond 
to the separate signals of the message. 
The prob lem was how to invent 
; 
means of interpreting clearly and eas­ 
ily all tho delicate fluctuations. One 
day Lord Kelvin’s ey eglass fell off and 
swung in front of the magnet, reflect­ 
ing its movements, and instantly the 
idea of the m irror suggested itself. So 
a monocle has had a direet effect on 
science.

The well known call of ‘‘b oots and 
saddles” is really a corruption of the 
old French signal b oute-selle—“put on 
y our saddles”—from b outer, to put <>r 
place, and solle. saddle. The mediaeval 
saddles were of such a cumb rous and 
heavy make that they were taken off 
the 
horses 
whenever 
possib le. 
Iu 
Mathew’s “Powerful Favorite” of 1623 
occurs the phrase “the trum pets sound­ 
ed b oute-selle.” 
In 1700 Sveele wrote in the Taller, 
“The sound was changed to ‘b oots and 
saddle.’ ” b ut It seems prob ab le that 
the phrase ran in its present form l>e- 
fore that date, possib ly coming into 
use during the civil war among tb e 
Roundheads, to whom the old French 
b oute-selle would seem pandering to 
tb e cavalier and French tendencies of 
the court.—London Times. 


The UiMioDflry '« Fa l*e Tootli. 
A well known (’b urcli of England 
missionary among the ab origines of 
Queensland. Australia, gained great in­ 
fluence over a certain trib e in a very 
peculiar manner. 
This trib e had the 
queer custom of having the front tooth 
of the upper Jaw knocked out. 
The 
missionary b y accident had lost this 
same tooth and replaced it b y a false 
one. 
When he got talking with the 
ab origines, lie would pull it out. point

There are men who seem especially 
created to fill a certain place in the 
affairs of riieir time. 
This has b een 
particularly true in American history . 
The man that in the storm and stress 
of the period was most needed has al­ 
way s come to the fore at the supreme 
moment. If ever this was dem onstrat­ 
ed b y circumstances it was in the early 
history of the Texas repub lic, that 
storm b orn state evoked from tb e rev­ 
olution of 1836. 
In Ids remarks concerning the early 
history of Texas that President Mc­ 
Kinley made on one of his tours he re­ 
ferred most felicitously , though b rief­ 
ly , to tb e four men who under ITovl 
dence had b een most prominent in the 
early day s, when the greatest state in 
the Union in the m atter of territory 
wad a y oung and struggling repub lic— 
Houston. Travis, Crockett and Bowie. 
He spoke on classic ground, too, for it 
was at the Alamo, where he then 
stood, that three of the four crowned 
with their lives their devotion to the 
y oung state, whose foundations they 
had laid deep with the seal of their 
b lood. 
Of this group of heroes, as worthy of 
place in song or story as any who so 
gallantly died under shield b efore Trcftr, 
the least known of them all and y et in 
many respects the greatest was James 
Bowie, famous only b y reason of tb e 
world renowned knife called b y his 
name. 
A few words touching his an­ 
cestry may not b e out of place. 
He 
was not from Mary land, as has b een so 
often stated, b ut was b orn iu Burke 
county , Ga., in 179 0. 
In 1802 his fa­ 
ther emigrated to Louisiana. 
T hat country was then still under 
French domination. 
There had b een 
large tracts of land granted b y the 
French crown in the territory named 
for Louis NIY., and one of those, iu 
the parish of Catahoula, was acquired 
b y the elder Bowie. 
He was a man 
of sub stance, owning nearly 100 slaves. 
He soon had his estate well opened out 
and was growing superb crops of cot­ 
ton and com. 
His son Jam es he sent 
first to a famous private school at 
Natchez, Miss., and afterw ard to the 
Jesuit college then located at New 
Orleans. 
Jam es Bowie, in 1827, was challeng­ 
ed to a duel with Norris W right. The 
pocket pistols of that day were uncer­ 
tain. 
It was long b efore the percus­ 
sion cap had b een b rought into com­ 
mon use. and the flintlock arm was the 
only firearm known. 
It was liab le to 
miss fire just when it ought not to. 
Bowie determined to rely upon a knife 
he had caused to b e made for just such 
a contingency . 
He had taken a four­ 
teen inch long file, such as was then 
used to sharpen crosscut saws and 
the upright saws used for turning out 
planks from logs. 
lie had the file 
marks carefully ground off the file and 
the smooth piece of steel skillfully re­ 
duced b y the grindstone until it was 
ab out tb e thickness and weight he de­ 
sired. 
Then he took it to a Spaniard 
in New Orleans known as “Pedro, the 
skilled cutler,” a man who had learned 
his art in Toledo, where the finest 
sword b lades in all Spain were forged. 
He tempered and finished the knife, 
fitted it with a crosspiece and haft. 
When it was done Jam es Bowie had a 
weapon “fit to fight for a man s life 
w ith,” as he said to* Governor Wells. 
It was b eautifully b alanced, and the 
artist had hollow ground it like a 
razor, with a doub le edge for three or 
four inches from the point. 
The knife was fitted wflth a wooden 
scab b ard, covered with leather, and 
was sharp enough to shave the hair 
off the b ack of one's hand. 
This was 
the original Bowie knife, though it 
was somewhat modified sub sequently 
in sb upe. 
Bowie, wThile a student at 
New Orleans, had studied other things 
b esides tb e humanities, as tb e dead 
languages of Greece and Rome were 
then called. 
By accident he found in 
his fencing m aster a man who could 
not only use the sword, b ut was a 
m aster in the use of the cuchillo, the 
Spanish fighting knife, a weapon not 
unlike the b owle. 
Our y oung stu­ 
dent entered enthusiastically into the 
training and science of old Spain in 
that nation’s once national weapon. 
And so he was much b etter equipped 
for the deadly fight that was so near 
at hand. 
Natchez island, where the fight was 
to b e, was midway b etween the Lou­ 
isiana and Mississippi shores of the 
great Father of W aters. 
Therefore it 
was a favorite meeting place for gen­ 
tlemen who had to adjust affairs that 
might have a fatal ending, as the au­ 
thorities of neither state could inter­ 
fere. 
“I stay ed all night with Jam es 
Bowle.” said a friend of his. who died 
in his ninetieth y ear. 
“On the night 
before the fight was to take place I 
never saw a man sleep more soundly 
thau he did nor eat a b etter b reakfast 
the next morning.” 
. 
It was understood that each of the 
principals should have b ut one friend, 
and certainly not more than two, on 
the ground. 
But Mr. W right had 
fiv e 
or six present. 
The fight b egan with 
the pistols. 
One of Bowie's missed 
fire, while b oth of W right’s b ullets 
took effect upon his antagonist. 
Thinking he had Bowle at his mercy , 
Norris W right sprang 
upon him. 
In 
a moment Bowie had drawn his dead­ 
ly knife, and. though two or three of 
Wright’s friends were shooting at him 
and hitting him. too, Bowie made one 
awful slash at Wright’s neck. 
The 
keen steel hit into the v ery neck bone. 
The blood shot out over Bowie, and 


Norris W right 
was dead b efore he 
touched the ground. 
Seriously wounded himself, It was 
for some time a very doub tful question 
whether or not he would ever get well. 
But y outh, a temperate life and an ex­ 
cellent constitution finally b rought him 
around, and in a y ear from that time 
he killed General Crain with the same 
knife he had used in Ins first encoun­ 
ter. “The knife doesn't miss Are,” he 
said to an Intimate friend. Mr. By num 
of the parish of Rapides, “the pistol 
does.” This, of course, was long b e­ 
fore tho perfection 
of the percussion 
cup or tb e invention of the revolver. 
Jam es Bowie was engaged in the pur­ 
chase and contest of claims for great 
tracts of lands that hud b een grants 
made b y (lie French crown. 
W hen 
Louisiana was ceded to the United 
States and finally b ecame a state, there 
was a good deal of troub le on this ac­ 
count over some of 
the titles of land 
along tlie Risl river and its trib uta­ 
ries. A man often had to tight for his 
plantation, as frequently he would not 
give it up to 
miik b ody with an old 
French or Spanish u 
nt 
It was in 
these contests that James Bowie did 
most of b is killing. 
He had sixteen 
lives on it is hands from the use of that 
one b loody knife. After much consid­ 
eration he had made a knife that has 
b een the model ami ; itteru for all the 
real b owie knives that have ever 
had 
the sanction of the: originator. 
In 183a 
Bowie -aid his Louisiana 
property and v.ent t » Texas. The Lone 
Star State was in the throes of 
a 
b loody revolution. The gallant resist­ 
ance of tb e Texans so exasperated Gen 
eral Santa Anna, who was chief in com 
mand of tb e Mexican forces, that lie 
swore b e would take no more prison­ 
ers. When Bowie arrived in Texas ami 
offered his services to the y oung re­ 
pub lic b e was at once made u colonel 
of riflemen in the army of Texas. 
In January , 1830, Colonel Bowie was 
ordered to Sun 
Antonio de Bexar to 
assist in b olding that place 
against 
Santa Anna’s coming forces. The siege 
ran along until March, when Sun An­ 
tonio, trusting in the pledged 
word of 
honor of Santa Anna, with a starved 
out garrison, surrendered. 
A general 
massacre took place. 
Travis. Crockett 
and Bowie were murdered 
in cold 
b lood, a stain on General Anna's mem 
ory that time can never b lot out. 
Colo 
nel Bowie was b adly wounded three 
times and was in a room of the main 
work of the place called the Alamo. 
He opposed the 
surrender as long as 
was possib le. 
He was ly ing on his b ed when he 
heard the triumphant Mexicans com­ 
ing in. 
It was the tirst hint he had 
had of the surrender. 
He knew that 
his life was ended, lie could, however, 
move ab out a little. 
The instant the 
Mexicans came into the room they b e 
gan shooting at him. 
He grasped his 
knife and leaped among them like an 
enraged tiger, and when the tiring end­ 
ed six of his enemies had crossed the 
Sty x with Jam es Bowie and gone with 
him to the shades.—Houston Post.

O l a certain occasion Mr. Vest had 
returned to the senate after one of his 
b rief ab sences. Senator Hoar of Mas­ 
sachusetts, four y ears his senior, met 
him in the lob b y and chided him good 
naturedly for not attending strictly to 
b usiness when vital measures were b e­ 
ing deb ated. 
“You’re a fine y oung 
man," said Mr. Hoar, “to ab sent y our- 
seU at such a time and leave us old fel­ 
lows, Cockrell and me and the rest, to 
handle these m atters.”

Life Iu V irgin ia la 1648 , 
In the old day s in this country farm ­ 
ing and m anufacturing were carried 
on together to a very large extent.

letter written front Virginia in 1'HS 
gives tli« ' following picture of life on 
the plantation of a certain Captain 
Matthews, a leading citizen of the col­ 
ony : “He hath a line b ouse and all 
things answerab le to it. He sows y ear­ 
ly store of hemp and flax and causes it 
to b e spun. 
He keeps weavers and 
hath a tan house, causes leather to b e j 
dressed, hath eight shoemakers cm- j 
ploy ed in their trade, hath forty negro 
servants and b rings them up to trades 
in his house. 
He y early sows ab un­ 
dance of wheat, b arley , etc. The wheat 
he selleth at 4 shillings tb e b ushel, 
lie kills store of b eeves and sells them 
to victual the ships when they come 
thither. He hath ab undance of kine, 
a b rave dairy , swine great store and 
poultry .” 


S n n k f V e n o m . 
The action of snake venom on cold 
b looded animals has b een tested b y Dr. 
Noguchi in a long series of experi­ 
ments. 
Three venoms were employ ed 
—viz, those of the cob ra, w ater moc­ 
casin and rattlesnake. 
Snakes and 
frogs succumb easily to cob ra ven­ 
om, b ut arc relatively insusceptib le to 
the other venoms. 
Turtles are more 
susceptib le to all venoms than the 
foregoing, and fish are still more so. 
The grasshopper and some crab s art' 
almost insusceptib le, while the lob ster 
is only moderately resistant. 
Except­ 
ing the earthworm , all the worms show- 
ed a low' degree of susceptib ility . The 
venoms have little effect on the echi- 
noderrnatn; sea 
urchins 
succumb ed, 
however, b ut starfish uud sea cucum­ 
b ers were not perceptib ly affected.— 
London Nature.

Mrs. Emmerton. from whom the more 
distressed have so repeatedly from her 
hum anity and b enevolence found re­ 
lief, had the pleasure of hearing her 
name mentioned with every expression 
of esteem. 
Many loy al toasts were 
giveu suitab le to the occasion, and the* 
evening passed with the utmost possi­ 
b le hilarity ami joy .—Reprint of July 
23, 1806, in London Glob e.
